Rev. James E. Evaus’s Wiil. 

Macon, Ga, May 25.—|Special.]|—The will 
of Rev. James E. Evans was presented for pro- 
bate today, but afterwards withdrawn on ac- 
count of witnesses living in@Bavannah. The 
body of the will was written in 1871, and then 
bequeathed to his beloved wife, Permalia J. 
Evans, the policy for $3,000 in the St. Louis 
Mutual Life Insurance company, Out of which 
his debts were to be paid, A house and lot, 
51 Ivy street, Atlanta, was bequeathed to her 
for life, and at her death to be placed in the 
bands ofa trustee, the rents or occupancy to 
be granted to the “most needy” of his children 
or grand children, ; 

Subsequently a cedicil, added July 25, 1883, 

.shows that the property in Atlanta had been 
disposed of, anda house and lot, Academy 
place, Wharf street, Macon, was substituted 
for the Atlanta property. ‘The insurance p<1l- 
icy was no longer existing, and smaller prop- 
erty was directed to be sold to pay his debts 
and burial expenses. The good old man ex- 
presses a desire that his body mi,i:it have a 
plain and decent burial. The will is just such 
a document asa benevolent heart would sug: 
gest. 

In connection with the insurance policy I 
had a little revelation made me by a gentle- 
man who once represented the St. Louis Ma- 
tual Reserve Land Life insurance company. 
It was represented at that time by Rev. J. B. 
Godfrey &Son, of Atlanta. They advertised 
and boomed the company all over Georgia. 
Brother ministers received a great many of 
these glowing accounte of benefits to be re- 
ceived by investing in a policy. The induce- 
ments were so plausibly put forth by the com- 
pany thatthe business proved a success, Then 
reverses came and the Mutual Reserve fund 
was broken all tosmash, and with it went 
many a hard earned dollar. It is highly prob- 
able that that was the way Rev. M. Evans's 
policy went. In his will he says ‘‘so long as 
the premiums are paid up it isa part of my 
personal effects,” etc., and the codicil written 
twelve years later, simply announces that it is 
notin existence.

THE CHURCHES. 


Methodist Conference, 


the historical address, Rev. Dr. J. N. Waddeil, 
of Tennessee, reviewed the colleges and semi- 
naries of the church in the south, 

Rev. Dr. B. W. Palmer, of New. -Oxsleans, 
who was moderator in 1861, delivered the 
principal address. He recited and reviewed 
the causes which separate the southern from 
the northern Wing ofthe church, He said the 
church had always prospered better when di- 
vorced from state; He asserted that.the north- 
ern church had undertaken to makea deliv- 
erance upon a political issue which had divid- 
ed this country since the formation of the 
constitution, and had undertaken to settle the 
question of the sovereignty of 
this government. This __ related to 
the question of slavery and the southern 
church made no deliverence upon slavery and 
maintained that it was beyond the province 
of the northern church to formulate such an 
opinion. The northern church still adheres 
to that view and-political issues in the charch 
is the same teday as 1t was twenty-five years 
ago. He insisted that the inspired Word of 
God must be aecepted as fina! authority; that 
the Bible is the base of work and that human 
speculation, however ingenious, must not be 
injected inte the sacred Scriptures. 

The discussion of evolution wil! be contin- 
ued tomorrow. This is regardod as the 
Jeading popular question before the assembly 
aud excites great® interest. The majority re- 
port condemning evolution,is strongly suppor- 
ted by Rev. G. D. Armstrong, of Virginia, The 
minority report, by Rev. Mr. Ferguson, of 
New Orleans, who holds that evolution isa 
question now before the synods and presbyte- 
riesand that the general assembly is not afraid 
to make a deliverance at a proper time. AS 
reported Dr. Woodrow spoke for two hours, 
maintaining that the Scriptures only teach 
two things—-what man’s belief of God and 
what God requiregfof man, and that when the 
general assembly undertakes to say that the 
creation was the immodiate act of God, they 
do so without the authority of Scripture. An 

Opinion strongly prevails that the assembly 
will condemn Dr. Woodrow’s teachings. He 
is the professor of the chair of natural science 
and revealed religion of Columbia Theological 
seminary. 


THE METHODIST RITUAL... 


The Question ofa Change Referred to the 
Bishops. 

RicHMOND, Va., May 25.—The Methovist 
conference today passed resolutions that the 
bishops be requested to put foreign missions 
in their regular annual visitations, leaving, 
however, such visits discretionary with them. 

The conference commended the woman’s 
missionary work by unanimous yote. 

Dr. McFerrin offered a resolution requesting 
bis protest against the change in the ritual, as 
reported vesterday, be entered on the journal. 
The cbange referred to was concerning the 
order of the ritual in the baptism of children. 

After considerable discussion, various other 
members signed a protest with Dr. McFerrin 
and the resolution was adopted that the 
bishops be requested to examine the ritual 
with a view of change and to report to the 
next general conference, 

The auestion of the place of holding the 
next general conference was referred to a 
special committee to report at their option, 
through church papers. 

A committee of five was appointed to select 
from the calendar such business for considera- 
tion by the conference as may be deemed most 
important. 

A resolution was adopted, authorizing the 
appointmeni by the bishops of an assistant 
editor of the Christian Advocate; also author- 
izing the editor to draw on the book agent for 
$2,500 annually to pay correspondents. 

At tonight's session the conference fixed up- 
on the first Wednesday ‘in May, 1°00, asthe 
time for the meeting of the next general con- 
ference, ‘The report of committee on divorce 
was adopted. It provides that no minister of 
the church shall solemnizethe rite of marriage 
betwecn parties when one or both are divorced 
from a wife or husband still living, provided 
that the inhibition shall not apply to an in- 
nocent party to a divorce obtained on Seript- 
uralground. The bishops wers authorized to 
appoint fraternal messengers to the Methodist 
Episcopal church, to the Methodist Episcopal 
church in Canada and to the colored Methodist 
Episcopal church in America. 

The convention just before midnight ad- 
journed sine die,

DETECTIVES *AT WORK. 

When the card was laid before Chief Con- 
nolly he thought he had asolution tothe mem- 
bership of the Wild Cat club, and at once de- 
tailed an officer to look into it.

He says, however, that the club will probably 
hold a meeting in a few nights and disband for 
good. Thecard,so the detectives say, was 
pinned to a post where the Wild Cats always 
meet when going on a raid. Since its appear- 
ance in At/anta the Wild Cat club has made a 
reputation. Its members turn out about one 
and two nights inthe week, and for two or 
three months they have their fan.

One of their favorite amusements is to 
tie a string to a door bell about midnight, and 
then while one mem)er carries the other end 
of the string into a convenient tree the others 
secret themselves near by. Then when every- 
thing is quiet the Wild Cat in the tree gives 
the string a vigorous jerk or two and the door 
bellean be heard clattering a block away. 
The sonnd naturally arouses the sleeping 
household, and crawling ont of a warm bed 
some one goes to the front door. Of course 
NO ONE IS FOUND AT THE DOOR, 

and the one who has answered the ring goes 
back to bed, but no sooner is he comfortably 
fixed in bed than the bell rings again, and 
again the front door is opened with the same 
result. This is kept up until either the house- 
hold declines to open the door or the Wild Cats 
get tired and leave. Another piece of amuse: 
ment to which they are partial is to take a 
stout, strong rope and tie one end securely 
around the front door handle and then tie the 
other end to a tree in the yard or to the front 
gate. This effectually locks the family 
in the house, and the next 
morning when the door is unlocked it cannot 
be opened until the repeis discovered and cut 
or untied.

The night old man*

LINE.

Tbe Master in Chancery Mounts the Custom House 


Steps in Knoxville and Knocks Down the 
Boad to the Reorganization Company 
at Ten Million and Odd Dollars. 


KKXoOXvILLE, Tenn., May 25.—([Special.]— 
The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
was sold here today fr cen and a quarter millions. 
Exactly at 3 o’clock Special Master in Chancery 
Rule mounted the steps of the customhouse and 
began reading the decree of the sale. A large 
crowd was present, including lawyers and capi- 
talists from New York, Atlanta and Nashville. 
Technically described the property sold is as fol- 
follows: 

“The main line of the railroad extending from 
Bristo], Tennessee, through Knoxville to Chatta- 
nooga Tenn.; trom Morristown, Tenn., to Unaka, 
Tenn.: from Oultewah Junction, Tenn., to -Cohut- 
ta,Ga.: from Cleveland, Tenn., through Dalton 
and Rome, Ga., to Atlanta, Macon and Brunswick, 
Ga., (with a branch line extending from Cochran, 
Ga., to Hawkinsville, Ga.), and the line from Rome 
through Talladega, Anniston and Selma to Merid- 
ian, Miss., together wh all the rights of way, 
franchises, rolling stoc. and equipment of said 
railroad company, and all the 
property of the East Tennessee, Virginta 
and Georgia railroad, real, ‘personal and 
mixed, including the capital stock in the Memphi;s 
and Charleston, and Knoxville and Ohio Railroad 
companies, owned by said East Tennesee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad company.’’ 

Under the decree no bid for less than $10,000,00) 
could be received, and $100,000 must be paid in cash 
onthe spot. Several legal technecalities arose, but 
after they had been adjusted Special Master Rule 
asked for a bid. No one replied: Finally 
a gentleman in a dark overcoat with a bunch of 
papers in his hand, shifted himself so he could see 
the auctioneer, and then said cooly: 

‘Ten millions!’ This was Mr. E. F. Hyde, of 
New York. 

“Ten—I’m offered—ten millions—who’l!l go 
eleven?’ cried the auctioneer, and’ the crowd 
how'led with enjoyment. 

©: -ourse there was no bidders in opposition, 
anc he road was struck down tothe reorganization 
company. Mr. Henry B. Tompkins, of Atlanta, 
in behalf of the Central Trust company, asked that 
the property be sold again, as the terminal! proper- 
tiesat Atlanta and Macon and the ‘‘Oultewah Cut 
Off’ had not been included in the first sale. This 
request was complied with. 

Mr. Hyde again complacently bid this time: 
‘Ten and a quarter millions.” 

The crowd howled again. 
struck down, and Mr. Hyde, on be- 
half of § the committee, handed the 
auctioneer one hundred one thousand dollar 
notes. This created an excitement, and then the 
crowd dispersed. The committee of reorganiza- 
tion is composed of F. P. Olcott, of’New York; F. D.
